The  integrated  course  of  plane  and  solid 
geometry  with  some  coordinate  geomerty,  and 
the  courses  of  trigonometry,  solid  geometry,  and 
college  algebra  are  now  available  to  students 
at  Senior  High.

As  in  1959,  the  Birds  were  pitted  in  the  play-offs 
against  the  powerful  Charlotte  Garinger.  Although 
Garinger  came  out  on  top  of  the  Birds  with  a  21-0  win, 
the  score  did  not  constitute  a  one-sided  game.  The 
Blackbird  defense  held  its  own  as  the  Tigers  succeeded 
in  driving  the  ball  down  field  only  with  the  help  of 
penalties.  This  was  not  enough,  as  the  Bird's  offense 
could  not  get  rolling  due  to  intercepted  passes,  fumbles, 
and  penalties. 

A  fumble  on  her  own  06  yard  line  caused  Rocky 
Mount  to  lose  the  ball  to  Garinger  who  charged  to  the 
1  yard  line.  The  Tiger  fullback  stormed  over  for  the 
score. 

With  only  40  seconds  remaining  in  the  first  half, 
the  Birds  fumbled  again.  Taking  possession  on  the  40 
yard  line,  Garinger  connected  with  2  passes.  Then  came 
the  most  highly  contested  play  of  the  same.  As  the 
seconds  faded  and  the  official  was  still  in  the  midst 
of  the  line,  Garinger  was  in  motion,  but  the  center 
quickly  snapped  the  hall.  Taking  the  ball,  the  quarter- 
back rolled  out  to  score.  Thus  Rocky  Mount  ended  the 
half  down  14  points  and  down  in  spirit. 

Taking  the  kick-off,  the  Bird  offense  mired  down 
at  mid-field  and  punted  to  the  Garinger  12  yard  line. 
The  Tiger  offense  was  stopped  by  the  staunch  Bird 
line  as  they  held  Garinger  to  third  and  ten.  A  costly 
mistake  by  the  Birds  gave  Garinger  the  necessary  yards 
for  a  first  and  ten.  The  Tigers  went  on  to  take  their 
third  touchdown  of  the  game.

A  TRIBUTE  TO  THE  BLACKBIRDS

An  underdog  Rocky  Mount  Senior  High 
School  Blackbird  team  that  wasn't  expected 
to  create  even  a  ripple  of  excitement  in  the 
1962  Class  4-A  state  championship  basketball 
tournament  stormed  the  title  event  with  thun- 
derous waves  of  hustle  and  determination  in 
Greensboro,  and  when  the  honors  were  handed 
out,  only  two  points  separated  Coach  Limdy's 
Birds  from  the  state  championship  trophy.  The 
Blackbirds  lost  the  title  to  Wilmington  in  the 
Final  game  42-40,  But  in  taking  runner-up 
honors  they  advanced  further  than  any  team 
in  Rocky  Mount  Senior  f  ligh  history,  And 
their  spectacular,  dramatic  march  through  the 
tournament  captured  the  imagination  and  ad- 
miration   of    thousands    of    fans. 

Rocky  Mount  went  into  the  tournament  as 
the  smallest  team  in  the  eight-team  field,  and 
given  no  consideration  by  the  tournament 
experts  as  a  title  threat.  In  their  first  two 
g is,  however,  the  battling  Blackbirds  de- 
feated two  oi  the  biggest  and  most  highly 
regarded  teams,  topping  Asheville  in  the  open- 
ing roii no1  51-38,  and  storming  over  Greens- 
boro  in   the  semi-finals  56-35. 

In  the  championship  game  with  Wilming- 
ton. Rocky  Mount  suffered  seveal  had  breaks, 
failed  to  score  in  the  game's  first  five  minutes 
,.i,d    trailed    the   defending   champion   Wildcats 


by  9-0  before  finally  coming  to  life.  Behind 
the  spectacular  perfomanee  of  Danny  Talbolt. 
the  Blackbirds  fought  back  into  contention  and 
put  on  a  thrilling  fourth-quarter  rally  that 
almost   brought    them    the   championship. 

Talbott  poured  in  27  points  in  the  loss  to 
Wilmington,  and  his  play  in  that  game  was 
termed  one  of  the  greatest  individual  perform- 
ances in  state  tournament  history.  1  [e  was 
the  Number  1  selection  on  the  All-Tournament 
team  and  was  easily  the  winner  of  the  Most 
Outstanding  Player  award. 

Every  member  of  the  Rocky  Mount  starting 
team  received  support  in  the  All-Tournament 
voting  of  newsmen  covering  the  event.  Guard 
Wayne  Dunn  barely  missed  making  the  team, 
and  votes  went  to  guard  Robert  Ricks,  forward 
Tom  Parrish,  and  center  Rickey  Creech.  No 
other  team  received  as  much  vote  support  as 
Rocky    Mount    in    the    all-tourncy    selection.
